HEN a newspaper is printed and delivered to the reader 
for five cents, few readers indeed are aware that the 
attual cost of producing the paper is much more nearly 

ten cents than five. And this deficit must, of course, be made

At the time of the change the property 
was valued at three millions. Its physical assets were worth
